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NATIONAL FORESTS 
PLAYGROUNDS 

One Half Million People Seek 

ft In 



NUMBER INCREASING EVERY YEAR. 

Washington, D. 0., August 81 
•—Before the year's outing sea 
son is over nearly half a million 
persons will have sought recrea 
tion and health in the National 
Forests of the United States. 
According to the U. e. Depart 
vent of Agriculture, the total 
last year was, in close figures, 
406,775. With the finest mono 
tain scenery and much of the 
best fishing and big game hunt- 
ing in the United States, the 
National Forests, made more and 
more accessible each year 
through protection and develop- 
ment by the Government, are 
fast becoming great National 
playgrounds for the people. 

The use of the Forests for re- 
creation is as yet in its begiu 
ning, but is growing steadily and 
rapidly in some of the Forests at 
the rate of a hundred per cent 
annum. The day seems not far 
distautfwhen a million persons 
will annually visit them. 
^Of the natural wonders and 
landmarks of interest in the 
National Forests several have 
been set apart as National Mon- 
uments, among them Cinder 
Cone, a great lava basin in Csti 
fornix; the Gila Cliff Dwellings, 
extensive remains of a pr?- his- 
toric race in New Mexico; the 
unsurpassed Grand Canyon of 
the Colorado, in Arizona ; Jewel 
Cave, Sooth Dakota; Lassen 
Peak, the terminus of a long 
line of extinct voloanoes in the 
Cascades; the Pinnacles, a col- 
lection of remarkable jagged 
peaks in California; and the 
Tonto, a group of prehistoric 
ruins in the Tonto Forest in 
Ancona. The Big Trees, Gla- 
cier Park, the Petrified Forest, 
the Oregon Oaves, and numer- 
ous other phenomena serve to 
attract other hosts of visitors. 

The sportsman finds his para- 
dise in the National Forests. In 
many of them big game abounds. 
The rangers and the guards, be 
aides the service they per'orm 
against the spread of fire, often 
point out the best site for the 
camper and the easiest route. A 
record of 9,218 miles of trail out, 
1,286 miles of road laid out, and 
4851 miles of telephone line 
strong tells what the Govern- 
ment baa done in the way of 
pushing the conveniences of civ- 
ilization into the primenal for- 
est. The day of the wilderness 
of the savage and the pioneer is 
swiftly passing; the day of the 
National Forests as productive 
resources and as National parks 
approaches. The report of last 
year's administration by the U. 
8. Department of Agriculture 
evidences the rapidity of the 
transformation.

$28,000,000 STOLEN 
During Put Five Yean by Bank Official* 



Theft from two banks made 
known within the last few weeks 
have compelled the attention of 
the American bankers' associa- 
tion to i his class of crime. That 
It is on the increase is shown by 
perusal of the records for the 
last five years, during which 
time more than $28,000,000 has 
beeD embezzled from banks and 
trust companies in the United 
States. 

_ In the federal prison at Leav 
enworth, Kans., where prisoners 
are received from all over the 
country, the banker convicts ex 
ceed every other class of prison- 
ers, except burglars and mail 
robbers. There are thirteen 
former officials of banks doing 
time m Riverside prison, Pitts 
burg. The number of banker 
convicts in Sing Sing could not 
be ascertained, as the records 
were not available. 

The number of bank officials 
aud th. total amount of thefts 
>rded do not tell the complete 
story of bank thefts. To ai 
publicity, the banks frequently 
tkke their losses without report, 
ing to the authorities or prose 
cuting offending employes.

INFANTS BODY FOUND 

IN STABLE AT ST- CHARLES 

Belchved That Horrible Crime Has Been 
Committed. 

The skeleton of a little baby 
was found Tuesday in an old 
abandoned stable at St. Charles. 
Coroner J. M. Stevens went to 
that place, and together with 
two doctors, an inquest over the 
bones was held. The doctors 
could uot tell how old the child 
was but from the size of the 
bones, they believe that it was 
under one year of age.

The 
county authorities will investi- 
gate the matter and if the death 
of the baby was due to foul play, 
punishment will be meted out to 
the guilty party if found.
